Probability of Being Placed 
on Probation All That 
Worries Them Now. 


Washington, August 21.—There are 
at least one million two hundred thou- 
sand potential dollars coming to the 
government if the interstate commerce 
commission vigorously applies the fed- 
eral locomotive inspection law to al- 
leged violations by the railroads. 

According to the report on motive 
power requested by thé senate and just 
completed by the commission, 12.000 
violations of the inspection law are 
said to have been committed in July 
alone. The law provides a maximum 
penalty of $100 for each violatiun. 

Furtbermore, the report is said to 
show that at least 50 ner cent of 
the country’s locomotives and cars are 
now unfit for service, because of neg- 
lect resulting from the railroad sbhop- 
men’s strike. This would mean that 
nearly 235,000 locomotives are unfit. 
and of this number at least 12,000 
have been run without adequate in- 
spection which would have resulted in 
their condemnation to shop for extepn- 
sive repairs, _ 

In so far as the fifty federal locomo. 
tive inspectors have made their daily 
reports to the commission, the detailed 
defects of locomotives have been de- |, 
scribed. There, it is understood, are 
referred to at length in the commis 
sion’s report. The most general de- 
fect is said to be boiler trouble, which

“Henry Ford doesn’t nave to dodge 
political questions any _more than a 
ghost has to dodge an* automobile,” 
he writes. “They simply dont hit 
him. Henry Ford and John J. Poli- 
tics inhabit cwo distinct planes of 
existence.” 

Here are some of Ford's aspira- 
“tions: 

“T want to aboiish poverty from 


America. @ want to make wages high- 
er. I want to make a good bome pos- 
sible for every child. No, it isn’t 
unselfish on my part. Low wages are 
silly. You can’t get rich by making 
other peuple poor—they can’t buy 
rour goods then, and there you are. 
The only way te get rich is by mak- 
i people rich. Wealth wouldn't be 
such a curse if everybody helped car- 


Ford spoke of things coming to pass 
necording to the “big plan,” and said 
we are in the “new era” now. 

Sees New Era. 

“The old iu..s, the old rules, don’t 
hold any lenger,” he said. “From 
new on things will happen in accord- 
anc: with the design of the new era. 
The only thing for anybody to do is 
tu get in harmony with that design. 

“I expect to see a lot of trouble 
vy ‘, probably another war, before the 
new order is thoroughly established. 
But that will be the last kick of the 
old order. -Anyone who is living in 
the new order Coesn’t need to worry.

AN INDEFENSIBLE MEASURE 

The Fordney-McCumber tariff bill 
which passed the senate Saturday 
and will now go to conference, will 
stay in conference until after the 
congressional elections in Novem- 


ber. 


The republican 
though lashed as they are to put the 
measure through as a four-billion- 
dollar party budget, by which politi- 
cal debts are to be paid by a levy 
upon the people, dare not enact it 
into law in advance of the elections. 

And yet such a course will not 
only be an admission of its atrocity 
as a yoke upon the 
masses, but will be an added insult 
that will make the whole transaction 
the more revolting and reprehen- 


sible. 


On the whole the new tariff bill 
is the most high-handed exhibition 
of governmental buccaneering ever 
attempted in this country. 

The measure as it came from the 
house was the last word, it seemed, | 
in exacting toll from the consumers 
of the necessities of life, but the sen- 
ate revised it upward, more deter- 
mined and more studied in its ef- 
forts, apparently, not only to retire 
the debts of the majority party to 
its financial ‘‘angels” in the 1920 
campaign, but to reduce the burdens 
upon those elements most able to 
carry them, by distributing and in- 
creasing them among the one hun- 
dred million toilers who must buy 
the food and the raimant that keep 
their bodies and their souls together. 

Tariff experts estimate that the 
bill will annually increase the levy 
upon the consumers of living neces- 
sities more than $4,000,000,000— 
of which a billion and a half will be 
the consumers of 
meats and cereals; a half billion will 
come from the consumers of sugar; 
a billion will come from those who 
woolen garments to shield 
them from the rigors of winter— 
and thus it is all along the line. And | 
this when the people are already bur- 
dened wtih federal war taxes, and 
with high living costs produced by 
post-war conditions. 

Dingley and Payne and Aldrich 
and McKinley—the builders of re- 
publican tariffs of the past who have 
answered the call—would turn over 
in their graves today with a sigh for 
the common people of their country 
if they could realize how the pres- 
ent-day leaders of their party have 
abandoned the time-honored basic 
principles even of a high protective 
tariff for a pork-barrel recklessness 
in the granting of political gratui- 
ties at the expense of the consuming

masses. 


If the bill finally comes out of 
conference as written in the senate 
it will levy the highest duties not 
only in the history of this govern- 
ment, but in the modern history of 
any government on the face of the 


earth. 


It will stifle foreign trading for 
the reason that a country that can- 
not buy from abroad cannot sell its 
products abroad— 

And in the stifling of foreign trad- 
ing it will relatively precipitate a de- 
cline in the prices of American prod- 
ucts—the products of the farms in 
particular—to a point where they | 
cannot be profitably grown. 

This country must sell 40 per 
cent of its raw products across Seas, 
or the domestic supply will so over- 
balance the domestic demand that 
a margin of profit upon production 
cannot be maintained. 

There is no disputing that argu- 


ment.

will apply to all American products, 
on the basis of the import duty, 


whether there is a dollar’s worth of 


imports in a year or not. 
That, perhaps, is one of the most 


tariff bill—the increased prices upon 
every consumptive commodity, not 
based upon competition with im- 
ports, and not based upon increased 
prices of domestic raw products; but 
based entirely and solely upon the 
authority of law arbitrarily granted 
in a measure that seeks only to fuy- 
ther impoverish the poor and to 
further enrich the rich. 

The party responsible for this 
measure will find itself twisted into 
the funnel of a veritable volcano, 
even though it further attempts to 
fool the people by keeping it in cold 
storage until after the elections. 


THE RIGHT TO WORK. 

At Spencer, N. C., the shops of 
the Southern railway are guarded 
by the state militia, and other mili- 
tiamen are on duty in the town, 
populated largely by railroad work- 
men, in order to maintain and to 
assure safety for the families of the 
very men—not all, but some of them 
—who are Pesponsible for the con- 
dition that made the appeal to the 


military necessary. 
In Kansas, Governor Allen is seri- 
ously considering sending the state 


militia to the shops at Kansas City, 
on the Kansas side of the river, fol- 
lowing disturbances among the 
Rock Island’s néw workers alleged 
to have been precipitated by mili- 
tant and unrestrained strikers. 

It is alleged that gunmen have 
been brought across the river from 


Kansas City, Mo., in order to in- 
timidate the new men. 

The news dispatches tell of the 
wreck of a Michigan Central express 
train near Gary, in the suburbs of 
Chicago, caused by ‘“‘the deliberate 
pulling of 27 spikes from one rail,” 
evidently the work of wreckers. 
Two lives were lost—the engineer 
and his fireman being the victims. 
The death toll might have been ten 
or twenty times two. 

Perhaps it was not the work of 
Striking shopmen. 

Whether it was or was not, the 
act itself did not represent the sen- 
timent of the great majority of 
strikers nor would it be condoned 
in any sense by organized labor as 
a unit. And yet the public will 
place the blame on the strike, and 
to that end the very incident illus- 
trates and accentuates the necessi- 
ty for the orderly adjustment of 
differences between employers and 
their employees. 

It is infinitely best for the unions; 
it strengthens their influence, and 
Strengthens the public support be- 
hind them. 

The right of man to work, or not 

to work, is unquestioned. 
The government itself would 
fall, and law would become a mock- 
ery, and the affairs of the country 
thrown into chaos, if this were not 
true. 

President Harding concluded his 
address to congress Friday with the 
following words: 

"We recognize the right of em- 
ployers and employees alike; within 
the law, to establish their methods 
of conducting business, to choose 
their employment and to determine 
their relations with each other. We 
must reassert the doctrine that in 
this republic the first obligation and 
the first allegiance of every citi- 
zen. high or low, is to his govern- 
ment, and to hold that government 
to be the just and unchallenged 
Sponsor for public welfare, and the 
liberty, security and rights of all its 
citizens. No matter what clouds 
may gather, no matter what storms 
may ensue, no matter what hard- 
ships may attend or what sacrifice 
may be necessary, government by 


law must and will be sustained. 
' “Wherefore I am resolved to use 


all the power of the government to 
maintain transportation and sustain 


the right of men ‘to work.” 


“Sustain the right of men to 
work!” 

That -right is unquestioned— 
whether the men belong to organ- 
izations or do not belong to organi- 
zations. 

The leaders of union labor do not 
hesitate to declare that unionism 
does not indorse violence and 
sabotage. 

But the conditions that create 
the necessity for the militia to pro- 
tect workers, and that cause irre- 
sponsible men to wreck trians, will 
be indirectly charged to these or- 
ganized strikers, or to their mis- 
guided sympathizers, until the lead- 
ers take the situation in hand and 
put a stop to it. 

The responsibility largely rests 
with the union leaders. They 
must make good the respect they 
undoubtedly hold for the law. 

The worst sufferer from violence 
is the cause of union labor, and the 
irresponsible parties who are guilty 
of these acts are deliberately as- 
Saulting the very temple of 
unionism. 


No wonder, therefore, that con- 
servative union men the country 


over are making it clear that they 
stand for no such deeds. 


If these declarations are followed 
to the extent of branding the guil- 
ty parties, and ejecting them from 


the ranks of the organizations 


whose good names they would tar- 
nish, the cause of unionism will be 


far advanced,

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The Story of the 
Old Raiford Canal 
And Its Revival 


Editor Constitution: It having been re- 
ported in the newspapers that the govern- 
inent is planning for a resurvey and possi- 
ble construction of the canal to connect 


the Mississippi river and its tributaries with 
the southeast coast of the Atlantic, using 
for this construction the machinery and 
canal equipment now at the Panama canal, 
it may be of interest to go Into some detail! 
and history of some fifty years ago, as to 
why and wherefore of the importance of 
such a construction by the government. 


About the year 1870 or 1871 the congress 
of the United States granted to my father, 
the late Colonel P. H. Raiford, and his as- 


sessions of congressional deliberations) for 
private construction. 


The north and east being opposed to con- 
struction of this canal at that time, Colonel 
Raiford, after securing the charter from 


this government, put the matter of construc- 
tion up to English capitalists, England 
wanting and needing the products of the 
great Mississippi river valley, as well as 
the products of the south. England and 
English capitalists looked upon this canal 
scheme with much interest and favor, and 
although Colonel Raiford fought hard in 
securing a charter, he was greatly en- 
couraged in his canal project when the mat- 
ter was presented to capitalists of Great 
Britain, and, as previously stated in these 
columns, the construction would have doubt- 
less taken place had Colonel Raiford lived. 

But now it is all different, and it ap- 
pears that the government of the United 
States is willing and ready to seriously 
consider this matter of so great importance 
to the whole country, especially to the 
middie west and the south. 


This government has accomplished some 
wonderfol achievements within the last 


two decades, particularly that of construct- 
ing the Panama canal and the irrigation 
of the rich but otherwise wasteless sections 
of the far west. In both of these latter 
achievements great engineering difficulties 
were encountered and much good to this 
nation and entire world accomplished. 


But in the proposed canal, cognecting 
the Mississippi river with the Atlantic 


ocean, there is not'a single difficult engi- 
neering proposition to be overcome, for the 
entire reate is in a level country, no moun- 
tain nor other obstructions to battle with 
as was in the case of the Panama canal. 

This canal (formerly known as Colone! 
Raiford’s canal) would shorten the distance 
between our middle west and Europe nearly 
a thousand miles, hence it can be readily 
understood that European and our own ships 
would give preference to securing their car- 
goes through this route. 

It is to be hoped that now, (more than 
fifty years since Colonel Raiford’s original 
reenighe the government will take the mat- 
ter of this construction into its own hands. 
or again grant unto private capital a new 
charter that would bring into actual exist- 
ance one of the most potential achieve- 
ments that America can produce for this 
nation, as well as for good of a!l com- 
merce. 

The water route between New York and 
Texas acd the great southwest will also

IS ARTHRITIS RHEUMATIZ? 
I learned a long while ago that 
when a reader writes that he has 
gastritis he means he thinks there is 
too much gas in his stomach. These 


ed only recently that when a reader 
asks for something to clear or purify 
his blood he usually means he has

tritis is with gas in the stomach, l 
can readily understand how such no- 
tions have ben engendered by the pe- 
rusal of the almanac on long winter 
evenings. 

Probably 20 years ago the versa- 
tile valetudinarian got hep, as they 
say in Chelsea, to a new name for 
his aches and pains, a name which 
had a_ very gratifying fashionable 
ring and sort of lifted the gifted oné 
above the level of ordinary 70 per 
centers. It was neuritis, and the 
term seemed admirably fitted for any 
ache or pain with fashionable possi- 
bilities, It suggested something novel 
and original, something new, in short. 
For several years, to judge by the 
spread of this select malady, the 400, 
figuratively speaking, must have 
worked overtime . discovering new 
treatments for the new itis. There 
is still magic in the term neuritis, 
for the unsophisticated, but as a fic: 
titious diagnosis it is now practically 
petered out. Perhnps the deluded 
ones gained some inkling that actual 
nerve inflammation is often caused 
by alcoho], vulgar and even humiliat- 
ing infections, and industrial poisons 
such as lead and arsenic” Often 
enough, at any rate, to keep” the well 
informed from boasting of his neu- 
ritis, 

One of the latest terms to achieve 
popularity is arthritis. I find from 
correspondence with readers that ar- 
thritis enjoys the dignity of a_ new 
disease in the estimation of the laity. 
One discovers this term, learns to 
pronounce the first i long, and tosses 
the old rheumatism in the ash cen 
Arthritis has class. and nearly all the 
doctors believe in it, that is, they adc- 
mit that folks really have it even 
though the: folks themselves’ think 
they do. 

Arthritis 'may be artful but not fn 
the least artistic. It is nothing more 
than another disappointing medical 
term for joint inflammation. It doesn’t 
matter whether the joint inflamma- 
tion is & max won in honorable or 
dishonorable battle. Some 10 or 15 
per cent of arthritis casea of a chronic 
character or of more than ae few 
weeks’ duration are caused by gonor- 
rhea or syphilis. Two or 3 per cent 
are caused by tuberculosis. But the 
great majority are due to focal infec- 
tion, usually with a strain or type of 
bacteria called streptococci, the septic 
focus in which they lodge and thrive 
and multiply and from which they 
fare forth into the blood stream to 
find some nice tender joint lining or 
heart lining or gall sac lining to at- 
tack, being a depot or _ terminal 
somewhere on the mucous surface. 
Joints and their lining (serous) 
membranes have a rather inferior cir- 
culation and the tissues and cells are 
none too well supplied with nufrt- 
ment. Many modes of treatment, aside 
from removing septic foci and oppos 
ing focal infection, do good in arthri- 
tis by influencing the local circula- 
tion and hence the nutrition of the 
tissues and cells affected.

Grand Jury Will 
Not Probe Case 


Of Huns perger 


Until it can be estabiished within 
t': realm of reasonabie probability 
that Daniel Cyrus Huusperger, 3d, 
life insurance solicitor, wus either 
robbed or foully dealt with, there is 
little likelihood of the Fulton county 
grand jury undertaking an investiga- 
tion of his mysterious disappearance 
which for two weeks has batfled At- 
lanta police and detectives. 

This announcement was made by 
Assistant Solicitor General Ed A. 
Stephens Monday afternoon during 
the absence from the office of Solici- 
tor General John A. Boykin. Mr. 
Stephens pointed out that there is ab- 
solutely nothing to indicate with any 
degree of certainty that the man was 
either robbed or murdered, and the 
matter, therefore, is not a proper sub- 
ject for a grand jury probe. 

In the meantime city detectives, 
with the co-operation of officers of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance com- 
pany, are prosecuting their probe re- 
lentlessly, and it is freely admitted 
that they believe officers have quizzed 
some parties who are believed to know 
more about Hunsperger’. absence than 
they have told. ‘These suspects are 
being shadowed, although it is hardly 
probable, it is said, that sufficient 
evidence .has been gathercd to justi- 
fy and arrests within the immediate 
future. 

The persistent suggestion to officers 
from some parties that they should 
drag the streams of the Chattahoochee 
river has not gone unnoticed, although 
it is very improbable that this will be 
undertaken until the search progresses 
further. 

Hunsperger, who at the time of his 
disappearance was in the employ of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance com- 
panyq, was a former service man. 
Before going with the Metropolitan 
company, he was employed by Smith 
& Guest, plumbers, at 390 Peachtree 
street, which concern highly recom- 
mended him to Superintendent A. R. 
Wright, of the insurance company, as 
being industrious and honest. He 
lil.ewise was endorsed by other well- 
known parties, it is said. 

He was last seen at the breakfast 
t'"le in his boarding house at 388 
Peachtree street on Tuesday morning, 
August 8, as far as officers have been 
able to determine. He left his effects 
in his trunk and dresser in his room, 
tosether with several letters from a 
young woman he was reported en- 
gaged to marry. 


POINCARE QUTLINES 
MURAJORIUM STAND 


Bar-de-lue, France, August 21.— 
(By the Associated Press. )—France 
will not consent to a moratorium of 


‘any character to Germany unless the 


Germans state mines of the Rubr and 
the national forests are placed in the 
hands of the allies as a guarantee, 
and no matter what happens France 
will not depart from this policy. 

Such was the position of the I‘rench 
government with regard to-the rep- 
arations questions as outlined this aft- 
ernoon by Premier Poincare ,at the 
opening session of the general council 
of the department of the Meuse. The 
premier’s speech had been awaited 
With great eagerness in allied cir- 
cles, since it has been generally ac- 
cepted that the definite and final po- 
sition of France wuuld be outlined in 
this address. 

The premier disclaimed any desire 
on the part of France to ruin Ger- 
many under the guise of a demand 
for productive guarantees. 

Seeking Peace. 

“The day Germany recognizes loy- 
ally her obligations toward France 
and carries them out with good 
grace,” declared M. Poincare, “We will 
not refuse to examine with her the 
best methods of assuring the prompt 
and regular execution of the treaty of 
Versailles.” 

“Contrary to certain British spokes- 
men,” continued the head of the 
French cabinet,” we the neither Neros. 
hor even Bismarcks. We are simply a 
good people who were brutally at- 
tacked and whose native ‘soil was rav- 
aged. All we ask is the opportunity 
to continue in peace our daily tasks. 

“We are greatly disposed to aid 
other nations in the effort to restore 
the world. We know the world does 
not end at the frontiers. We wel- 
come a broad and generous European 
policy. We fervently desire to remain 
allies of our allies and friends of our 
friends. We ask nothing better than 
to resume with our enemies of yester- 
day, pleasant and courteous relations. 
But we wish to have our ruins re- 
paired—and they will be.” 

_ Ridicules Charges. 

Premier Poincare ridicules recent 
charges in certain German circles that 
France Sought to enslave the German 
people in revenge for the destruction 
wrought during the war. | 

“Tf contrary to our desires we are 
without the approval of our allies,” he 
continued, “we shall make no effort to 
retain indefinitely the guarantees 
which we may take. We shall guard 
these guarantees in the interest of all 
and only until Germany consents to 
meet her just obligations.”

Washington, August 21.--A bill to 
carry into effect President Harding's 
recommendation for a sweeping gvuv- 
ecmment investigation of the coa] in- 
dustry was introduced today by Chair- 
man Winslow, of the house commerce 
committee, after a visit to the white 
bcuse. 


it was announced that the sub- 
committee would resume its sessions 
tomorrow. W. J. Kavanaugh, opera- 
tor. said that outside pressure was 
being brought to bear upon the oper- 
ators and that a settlement of the 
Illinois coal strike was in prvuspect 
within a few days. The city of St. 
Louis, Mr. Kavanaugh said, has about 
six days’ supply of coal on hand to 
run its public utilities and that the 
railroads were commencing to feel the 
coal strike more keenly. 

The measure would create a com- 
mission of nine members to be known 
as the United States coal] commis- 
sion for the purpose of obtaining in- 
formation regarding all questions and 
problems arising out of and connect- 
ed with the coal industry. No mem- 
ber of congress or any person who has 
any interest in or is connected with the 
industry would be eligible to serve 
on the commission. The _ salary 
o° commissioners would be at the 
rate of $10,000, and the commission 
weuld cease to exist one year after 
the act took effect. 

Provisions of Bill. 

Specifically, the bill would make it 
the duty of the commission -to in- 
vestigate and ascertain tacts in the 
coal industry as to ownership of coal 
mines, piice @f coal, wages, wage con- 
tracts, cupditions of employment, dis- 
tribution, waste vf coal, profits real- 
ized by owners or operacors of coal 
mines or by the persons or corpora- 
tions having to do with the produc- 
tion, distribution or sale of coal and 
avy other material facts in connec- 
tion with the coal industry generally 
and the organizations and persons con- 
nected with it.” 

A half million would be appropriat- 
ed for expenses of the commission. 

Coincidentally with presentation of 
the bill in the house, Chairman 
Borah of the senate labor committee 
issued a call for a meeting of his 
committee tomorrow to take up the 
president’s recommendation ‘for a coal 
fact finding commission. Senator 
Borah hopes to get action on his own 
bill, which the president has approved 
in the main, but which differs in 
some respects from the Winslow 
measure. 

A bill to create a federal coal cor- 
poration with a revolving — with 
power to buy and sell coal and thus 
affect prices is said to be in the 
process of drafting at the department 
of commerce for transmission to the 
senate and house interstate commerce 
cmomittees. 

Coal Production Higher. 

Coal production the week beginning 
today was forecast at between 5,00U,- 
000 and 6,000,000 tons by the cen- 
tral coal distribution committee. This 
would he the highest output since 
the miners’ strike began April 1.

Washington, August 21.—Tanned 
and hardened by three weeks’ train- 
ing at Camp Meade, Md., 1,000 citi- 
zen-soldiers, most of them still in 
their ‘teens, staged a review today 
on the white house ellipse, which 
President Harding declared gave him 
new assurance, new confidence and 


new belief in the perpetuity of the 
American republic. 

This opinion, voiced by the chiet 
executive in a brief address utter the 
youths bad passed in almost faultless 
formation, brought similar expres- 
sions of cominendation from grizzted 
and veteran army chiefs, awong them 
General Pershing, as well as Secre- 
tary Weeks, other members of the 
cabinet and congressmen who stood in 
the reviewing line. 

On returning to the white house, 
the president delayed plunging again 
intg consideration of governmental 
affairs to review again the khaki-clad 
cuntigent, divided into infantry, ar- 
tillery and cavalry units, as it swung 
by on its return to camp. Mrs. 
Harding viewed both appearances, 
applauding frequently as detachments 
filed by. 

It was said to be the president’s 
purpose in addressing the troops 
from Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land and the District of Columbia, to 
convey through them his message to 
the 27,000 other students in scatter- 
ing army camps. He declared that 
“if he could have his wisj*the number 
would be increased until more than 
100,000 were annually studying and 
preparing for armed service.” Such 
training as the young men were re- 
ceiving, he added, was not given with 
the expectation that they would be 
called on for military servfce.

You have only one test; to 
buy a trade-marked brand that you 
know is good. That means that it does 
not pay to experiment with unknown 
brands of canned goods, because both 
outside and inside are unknown to you. 
If you buy a well-known trade-marked 
brand, a familiar outside, you are sure 
as an equally high-grade inside qual- 
ity. 


The most essential point in buying 
canned goods is to buy those in which 
the maker puts his name, address and 
brand of trade-mark on the can. De 
not buy goods which are marked So- 
and-So Brand. Packed For “Z” & 
Co. That phrase “packed for” means 
that some unknown concern did the 
packing and that the label was pasted 
on by the wholesale house that bought 
up the lot of canned goods. You will 
note that there is no address on these 
cans. Thus, no one concern is respon- 
sible. 

Buy those goods which are marked 
High-Grade-Brand. Packed by “X” 
& Co., Adkville, Del. (containing, you 
see. the name and address of the 
packer.) Any maker who puts his 
name and address on his package must 
be sure of the high quality of his 
goods. 

You wouldn't think that there is a 
technique in buying so tiny an article 
asa pin, would you? Yet tomorrow's 
talk describes it.

BLALOGK EXPLAINS 
SALE OF COTTON 


In a statement issued Monday A. 
Y. Blalock, candidate for commis- 
wioner of agriculture, makes public an 
explanation of charges he said were 
made by J. J: Brown, commissioner 
of agriculture, to the effect that Bla- 
lock bad illegally disposed of a quan- 
tity of cotton belonging to J. RK. 
Adams, a Fayette county farmer. 

The charges were published in the 
form of an affidavit by the Savannah 
Hawkeye, a newspaper printed at Sa- 
vannah, and Mr. Blalock said tbe af- 
fidavit of Adams had been printed in 
the form of an advertisement and on 
handbills and had been circulated over 
the state. 

Blalock Answers. 


Mr. Blalock’s statement follows: 

J. J. Brown is distributing by hund bills, 
circulated by his employees, and by adver- 
tisements in certain newspapers, an affi- 
davit by J. R. Adams, a farmer of Fay- 
ette county, where | reside, which charges 
in effect that cotton put up by Adams 
as collateral for a loan from the Bank 
of Fayetteville, of which I am president, 
was sold without Adanis’ knowledge vr con- 


sent. 

Thies offidavit was procured and prepared 
in Brown's office in the state capitol and 
wus witnessed by his chief clerk, a notary 
wublie. It was procured in the state cap- 
tol after repeated unsuccessful efforte had 
been made to procure it in Fayette county. 

This affidavit was given initial pub- 
fication in The Savannah Hawk-Eye, whose 
editor sought me previous to its publication 
anfl gave me an opportunity to offer him 
overtures not to publish it, which 1 did not 


do, 

While it is not necessary to defend my 
character before the people who know me, 
there are many people in Georgia not per- 
sonally acquainted with me, and for their 
information I make this statement of the 
facts of the Adams case. 


Explains Agreement. 


In November, 1920. Adcms came to the 
Bank of Favettevilie to solicit a loan of 
$5,000, or thereabouts, with the statement 
that he was obliged to have the money to 

revent the foreclosure of a lien on his 
atm. He offered as collateral 100 bales 
of cotton. Money at that time was hard 
to secure, and Adame was not a regiilnr 
customer of ovr bank, but to save his farm 
we agreed to make the loan. 

His collateral waseaccepted with the dis- 
tinct agreement that the cotton should be 
eutject to our sale and sijpment at gny 
time we saw fit: that if we sold the cot- 
ton we must retain samples of each bale 
end a record’ of the weight of each belie, 
for his protection; that he should have 
the right to demand 4 getf{liement op any 
day he saw fit, requiring us to pay him 
for the cotton at the market price on that 
day " * . . > P 

A short time later we sold and shipped 
the cotton, retaining the. samples and weight 
as per agreement. 

In April, 1921, rabout five months after 
the loan was made, Adams renewed the 
loan by making a new note covering princi- 
pai and jnteresi, and continued to stand 
on his right to settle at a future date. 

In May, 1021, Adams decided to settle, 
He came to the bank and got his sam. 
ples, went out among the buyers and as- 
certained the price, and returned to the 
bank. The bank offered to gettie on the 
price of that day as per agreement, but he 
refused a settlement and demanded the re- 
turn of his identical cotton, although he 
well Knew that his cotton had been sold 
and esbipped. 

Blames Brown for Loss. 

Cotton, in the meantime, had dropped 
from 28 and odd cents in November, 19206, 
to 11 and odd cents on the day Adams 
demanfed settlement. Evidently he had fol- 
lowed the disastrous advice of J. J. Brown 
and held off his settlement on the expecta- 
tion of a future rise, as thousands of other 
farmers did. all over ‘reorgia, to their ever- 
lasting sorrow, and their permaocent disgust 
with J. J. Brown. 

Not one dollar of profit was made by the 
benk at all times throughout the entire 
was sold along with other cotton. The 
bank at all times thrughout the entire 
period of this traneaction kept on hand 
the full amount of cotton put up by Adams 
and other borrowers on cotton collateral. 
Thi was oaecessary to protect the bank 
and the borrowers against fluctuations in 
the market, 

Or the day Adams decided to settle, 
we offered him either the value of his 
cottop at the then prevailing price, or 100 
bales of cotton of the same weight and 
corresponding grades. He refused to accept 
either and brought suit, which 12 jurors of 
Fayette county will pass upon. 

Brown's desperation, with defeat staring 
him in the face, has driven him to resort 
to this cowardly attack upen my character. 
In the outset of my campaign I announced 
that I would deal with him on the basis of 
his official conduct as commissioner of agri- 
culture. I have held my campaign to that 
line strictir, and will not deviate from it. 
His scandalous extravagance and inefficiency

YACHT RACES 
FOR MOBILE 


Mobile, Ala., August 21—(Special.) 
With the Lipton trophy races just 
around the corner, lovers of small 
craft sailing will be given every op- 
portunity to witness the biggest dis- 
play of yachting skill known here 
since the old Mobile Yacht club, whose 
dumicile at Monroe park, was blown 
to the four winds by a tropical storm. 
The best and most skilled yachtsmen 
of the gulf coast will contest for the 
honor of bringing the world’s .nost ex- 
pensive sailing craft trophy to any one 
of the five clubs entered. The races 
are scheduled for September 2, 3 
and 4. 


Skippers from Houston, New Or- 
leans, Biloxi and Pensacola are due to 
start practice on the local water “race 
track’ in preparation for races this 
week. While they will not. all arrive 
probably by that time, communica- 
tions from all four of the challeng- 
ing clubs to Commodore EK. B. Over- 
ton, of the Eastern Shore Yacht 
club, bring out the fact that within 
a margin of two weeks before the 
races their representatives will be- 
gin to arrive on the scene. 

The ten boats to be used in the races 
have been borrowed from the South- 
ern Yacht club of New Orleans, and 
a week before the races will be out- 
fitted with brand new sails.

Equal Chance Given. 


Perhaps there is not another trophy 
race for any type of craft in the 
world where a more equal chance for 
victory is afforded contesting skip- 
pers than in the Lipton races, an- 
nual event of the Gulf Yachting as- 
sociation. All yachts are of equal 
dimensions and as near alike as it 
is possible for expert shipbuilders to 
construct them and no expert skip- 
per, as all competing skippers must 
be, can ask to compete on a more 
sportsmanlike basis, it being purely a 
matter of sailing science. 

The fish class craft are constructed 
as near alike as it is possible for 
boats to be. They measure 20 feet 
7 inches in length over all, with a 
waterline length of 18 feet, Of beam 
they are 6 feet 6 inches and with 
a draught of 37 inches cain be easily 
navigated the shallow depths of gulf 
coast yacht homes. 

Only two sails are carried and be- 
cause of this they are perhaps the 
most easily handled of all sailing 
crafts. The main sail, which all 
boats carry, has a spread of 216 
square feet, while the jib measures 
46 square feet. They have a fin 
keel to which is attached an outside 
ballast of 200 pounds of lead, enough 
to keep them upright in the average 
breeze. 

The course to be sailed is three 
miles in length, triangular in shape, 
thus making each leg one mile in 
length. The course is to be sailed 


‘| three times before a race can be con-

A careful scrutiny of the adver- 
tising in the various radio magazines 
leads to the conclusion that manufac- 
turing tendencies in this line are fol- 
lowing precisely the course of the 
phonograph and the motion picture— 
namely the ascendancy of the higher- 

riced and more efficient over tbe 
ow-priced and primitive. 

It is easy to recall the days of the 
ten-cent and even the five-cent cinema 


entertainment, with its cheap single | 


reel melodrama or farce given in a 
poorly ventilated “theatre”; the only 
redeeming feature about the perform- 
ance was that you could scarcely see 
it. Nevertheless it was the general 
feeling that progress lay in the di- 
rection of improvement at the cheap 
price. 

Similarly the earliest phonographs 
rendered ludicrously fourth-rate music 
in its early stages, while everyone 
looked for a better and cheaper in- 
strument in the future. But in each 
«ase the fact was that the cost of 
the motion picture show or the phon- 
ograph was greatly increased, with an 
altogether disproportionate improve- 
went in quality.

Three of these 
small coils properly connected in 
a regenerative circuit form a very) 
satisfactory combination for the re- 
ception of short wavelengths, the 
coils being used as primary, sec- 
ondary and “‘tickler” coils, respec- 
tively, as shown in the accompany- 
ing diagram. 

To construct one of these coils, 
a thin piece of insulating material, 
such as bakelite, fiber or cardboard, 
with a thickness of 1-16th of an 
inch, should be used. Cardboard, 
for example, is easily worked and 
a disc should be cut out which is 
4 inches in diameter. The circum- 
ference is then divided into seven 
equal parts and lines drawn from 
the outer edge to the center. Along 
these lines slots are cut 1-16th of 
an inch in width to a distance from 
the edge of the disc of 1 inch. This 
leaves seven separate sections as 
shown in figure 1, on which the 
winding is to be placed. 
Several coats of thin shellac 
+ ang next be given to the disc, 
which should also be baked to stif- 
fem it and prevent the absorption 
of moisture. To avoid increasi 
the distributive capacity and conse- 
quently reducing the efficiency, the 
Shellac should be applied to the disc 
previous to winding the coil.

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IRISH REPUBLICA 


FUNDS ARE TD UP 


New York, August 21—A _ tempo- 
rary injunction restraining local banks 
in which are deposited moneys cul- 
lected for the Irish republican cause 
from releasing them to Eamén de 
Valera or any of his agents was sign- 
ed today by Supreme Court Justice 
Burr, on application of attorneys rep- 
resenting Michael Collins and other 
officers of the Irish Free State forces. 

It was announced that approximate- 
ly $2,300,000 was tied up by the 
order. 

Service of complaint was ordered to 
be made through the insertion of ad- 
vertisements in papers in England and 
Ireland. Most of the funds involved 

re said to be deposited with = the 
ruarantee Trust company and the 
Harriman National bank. 

The main contention urged against 
the de Valera custody of the Irish 
funds, the application for an_ in- 
junction read, was that Ireland is now 
a nation; that de Valera is against 
the present government, and is a 
fugitive, and that he is not entitled 
to the money. . , 

If de Valera or bis forces were 
banks, the Free State representatives 
contend, it would be devoted to. the 
carrying on of further’ revolution 
against the present government, and 
prolong needitss and unjustifiable 
civil war in a country which has ex- 
pressed by the ballot its preference 
for the Irish Free State form of gov- 
ernment. 

The granting of the injunction to- 
day was said to mark the first time 
that Ireland has been recognized as 
a nation by a foreign cowrt.

‘Jail pending the investigation of an 
eaccident which cost the life of Rob- 
vert O. Skelton, a mail carrier, em- 
«ployed in the Meridian postoffice, 

nday evening, when Mr. Geiger’'s 
car ran into Skelton, who was riding 
“a bicycle at the corner of Sixth street 
and Eighteenth avenue, at the edge 
of the business section of the city on 
‘the east end of town. 

Mr. Geiger stopped his car as 
guickly as he possibly could, ran to 
‘the assistance of Skelton, picking him 
mp and carrying him to a hospital 
‘where Skelton died early Sunday 
“morning, eight or nite hours fol- 
dowing the collision. 

“ Mr. Geiger in speaking of the af- 
fair said he was driving southward 
‘on Eighteenth avenue and just before 
‘entering Sixth street, saw a man on 
‘a bicycle: he got an impression, he 
‘stated, that the man on the wheel 


was about to t in another direc- 
tion and shifted the wheel of his car 
to give him room. Instead of turn- 
ing, however, Skelton, according to 
Mr. Geiger, continued the direction 
of Eighteenth street and before he 
could stop his car, though he jammed 
on all brakes, the collision occurred. 

The first charge docketed against 
Mr. Geiger was one for reckless driv- 
ing, the Atlanta man being placed 
under arrest almost immediately after 
the collision. The charge was later 
changed to that of manslaughter, Afr. 
Geiger being placed in jail. 


Mr. Geiger is a representative of 
Vaughan, McKelvey & Titus, Inc., of 
Atianta, and has been in the service 
of the local insurance concern for 
about three years, and Sas represented 
it in several southern states. Skelton’s 
death was the result of a collision of 
a bicycle he was riding and an auto- 
mobile that Mr. Geiger was driving. 
Members of the local firm state that 
Mr. Geiger was spending the week-end 
in Meridian, as he was working that 
part of the state. His work is of 
a nature that requires his traveling 
in a car. 

The home office had heard nothing 
from the representative Monday aft- 
ernoon. He does not visit the home 
office very often, it is said. Informa- 
tion in Atlanta is to the effect that 
he is a native of Virginia.

And it is 
fortunate that the peak of this condi- 
tion, in my opinion, is being reached 
now, rather than two years hence. 

And one other factor must be con- 
sidered: Politics is like business, in 
that it undergoes cycles.

OtIndianaWreck 
Now Under Way 


Chicago, August 21.—Deparfment 
of justice agents stationed here were 
sent to Gary, Ind., today to make an 
inquiry into the wreck of an express 
train there yesterday which railroad 
investigators charged was caused by 
loosening of rails. 

In addition to the efforts of federal 
and rail agents State’s Attorney 
Crowe was seeking evidence in Chi- 
eago to determine whether radicalism 
was involved in the wreck. 

The state's attorney's aids were en- 
gaged in digesting a mass of papers 
and correspondence seized yesterday 
in a raid on the offices of the trade 
union educational league headed by 
W. Z. Foster, formerly of Pittsburg, 
who directed the 1910 steel strike. 

Investigation, of the union league 
was ended this afternoon, so far as 
the state’s attorney's office was con- 
cerned, Assistant State’s Attorney 
W. F. McLaughlin announced. Exam-- 
ination of the papers seized in the 
league’s office in a raid disclosed no 
evidence that Foster has advocated 
violence in connection with the rail- 
road strike or otherwise, Mr. Mce- 
Laughlin said. 

The raid was authorized by State’s 
Attorney Crowe yesterday in efforts to 
learn whether Foster was involved in 


the beginning of a new cycle—the new pefforts to convert railroad employees 


to a “one big union” plan and follow- 
ed the wrecking of the express train. 

“We found nothing in the papers 
from Foster’s office on which to base 
any charges against any one,” Mr. 
McLaughlin said. “There was no evi- 
dence that violence had been advo- 
cated, and so far as this office is con- 
cerned, the investigation is ended. We 
are not seeking Mr. Foster.” 


Deliberate Homicide. 

Gary, Ind., August 21.—*Deliberate 
homicide” was the verdict of EK. E. 
Evans, Lake county coroner, who has 
been investigating the wreck of the 
New York-Chicago express train which 
was derailed near here yesterday, kill- 
ing two members of the crew and in- 
juring several others.
